ANNUAL REPORT — FISCAL YEAR 1968 - 69 


(The Universities Act, 1966, requires, in section 70, that the Universities 
Commission submit a report annually to the Minister of Education, to be 
tabled during the next session of the legislature, covering each fiscal 
year, viz. April 1 to March 31 next following. It also requires that reports 
from each university be submitted.) 


A. THE ALBERTA UNIVERSITIES COMMISSION 
1. Origin 


The Alberta Universities Commission was created, effective April 1, 
1966, by The Universities Act, 1966. Under the provisions of this Act, there 
are three Universities now operating in Alberta — The University of Alberta 
(1908), The University of Calgary (1966), and the University of Lethbridge 
(1967). The Commission was established to act on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of Alberta in certain matters, and as an intermediary between the 
Universities and the Government. 


2. Composition and Staff 


The Act provides that the Commission shall consist of nine 
members: 


(a) A full-time Chairman, appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor- 
in-Council, 


(b) The Deputy Minister of Education and the Deputy Provincial 
Treasurer, 


(c) Six other persons, appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council. 


The present members of the Commission are:

The Commission staff consists of four full-time officers in addition 
to the Chairman. 


During the year Mr. B. H. McDonald resigned as Secretary and 
Financial Analyst, and was replaced by Mr. Harvey W. Ford. Mr. J. R. B. 
Jones continued as Campus Planning Officer; and Doctor A. M. Kristjanson 
as Academic Planning Officer. Doctor G. Loken was appointed Research 
and Information Officer beginning May 1, 1969. 
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3. Functions 


The functions of the Commission and the nature of its role in relation 
to the Universities and the Government are defined in those sections of 
the Universities Act which refer to the Commission. The following are the 
more specific powers or areas of responsibility of the Commission: 


(a) to require and gather information relating to the function, form, 
and financing of University education, and to make such in- 
formation available to the Universities and the Government; 


(b) to regulate the extension, expansion or establishment of univer- 
sity programs, services or facilities in order to avoid undesirable 
or unnecessary duplication; 


(c) to recommend to the Government a level of annual support for 
both operating and capital needs of the Universities; 


(d) to allocate among the several Universities such support as is 
voted by the Legislature for both current and capital purposes; 


(e) to act as trustee of funds as may be given or bequeathed or 
which arise from escheated estates under The Ultimate Heir 
Act and to distribute income therefrom among the Universities; 


(f) to borrow money by debenture or otherwise, subject to the 
approval of the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council, for the pur- 
poses of the Universities; 


(g) to act as an intermediary between the Government and the 
Universities and between Universities; 


(h) to do such other things as the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council 
may direct or as the Act may require in relation to various 
university bodies. 


4. Meetings 


During the fiscal year 1968-69, the Commission held 11 meetings — 
9 at Edmonton, 1 at Calgary, and 1 at Lethbridge. 


5. Legislation 


At the request of the Minister of Education, the Commission under- 
took the collection and distribution of proposals for amendments to The 
Universities Act submitted by the constituent bodies of the three Univer- 
sities, and arranged a meeting, at which the Minister presided, for the 
purpose of discussion of these proposals. 


Certain amendments were passed at the 1969 session of the Legis- 
lature. Some of the amendments were minor in nature and were for pur- 
pose of clarifying the intent of the Act. Other changes clarified powers, 
relationships, and procedures for and among the Co-ordinating Council, 
the General Faculty Council and the Universities Commission. In particular 
the following amendments are noted here: 


(a) Student representation on the Senates was increased. 
(b) Two student representatives were placed on the Board of Gov- 
ernors of each University. 
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(c) Borrowing powers and budget procedures of the Commission 
ie aon to the Government were further defined and clari- 
ied. 


(d) Clauses relative to the University Capital Development Com- 
mittee were lifted from the repealed University and College 
Assistance Act and made a part of The Universities Act. 


(e) The power of the Commission to gather and make available 
information relating to university education was made more 
specific.

Attention continued to be given to academic planning and 
the development of academic guidelines for the system of 
Universities in Alberta. The Commission endorsed a sug- 
gestion from the Universities Co-ordinating Council, that the 
Council undertake the development of a master plan for 
Alberta Universities, and offered its assistance. 


Procedures for assessing and approving graduate programs 
were reviewed in co-operation with the Universities Co-ordi- 
nating Council. A new program appraisal procedure pro- 
posed by the Council was approved for a trial period. 


Approval was given to the establishment of a School of 
Nursing at the University of Calgary. The Commission rec- 
ognized the need for a Faculty of Environmental Design in 
the Province, and approved its establishment at the Uni- 
versity of Calgary. The Commission was advised of the in- 
tention of the University of Lethbridge to introduce a fourth 
year toward the B.A. and B.Sc. degrees. 


The Government approved a new site for the University of 
Lethbridge; and the Commission approved the Academic 
Plan to which the facilities would be adopted. 


The University of Alberta pressed for a decision on maxi- 
mum enrolments. The Commission gave its attention to 
alternative proposals for additional facilities; and memo- 
randa were supplied to the Government. 


Various briefs, recommendations and data were supplied 
to the Government as requested. Representatives of the 
Commission appeared before the Public Accounts Committee 
of the Legislature. 


The Commission participated in the work of the Inter-pro- 
vincial Committee on University Rationalization; and the 
Sub-Committee on Post-Secondary Education, Council of 
Ministers. A brief was submitted to the Commission on Re- 
lations between Universities and Governments. 
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(b) University Operational Financing

sities should be provided with funds on the basis of a sum 
per full-time student, the total becoming a pool to be appor- 
tioned among the Universities by the Commission. 


The level of support provided by statute for 1967-68 was 
$2315 per full-time student. For 1968-69 the Commission 
was advised that the grant would be $2,440 per full-time 
student. Following this decision, the Universities decided 
to increase tuition fees, and the Commission approved an 
increased fee schedule. When registrations became known 
in October 1968, it became apparent that enrolments had 
been underestimated, the total grant provided in the esti- 
mates of the Department of Education was insufficient, and 
the Government made available additional funds in excess 
of $4,000,000. It was also apparent that the Universities 
would carry forward substantial surpluses into the fiscal year 
1969-70. In advising the Government on the financial needs 
for 1969-70, the Commission recommended that the grant 
remain at the same level as in 1968-69 viz. $2,440 per 
student. This recommendation was accepted by the Gov- 
ernment. It was not proposed that there be any increase 
in fees in 1969-70. 


The formula for the distribution of the grant among the 
Universities was substantially the same as in 1967-68. 
Details are given in Appendix | of this Report. 


A ‘first call grant’ was approved for the Faculty of Medicine, 
University of Calgary. 


A revised salary scale for academic staff was approved, 
applicable to the 1969-70 fiscal year, as follows:

Salaries of Presidents were approved. Amendments to the 
Academic Pension Plan were reviewed and submitted to 
the Government. 


(c) University Capital Financing 
i) The decision of the Government to make available for capi- 


tal projects the amount of $185,000,000 over the five years 
1967-68 to 1971-72 inclusive was reviewed in the 1967-68 
Annual Report. 


ii) During 1968-69 funds required by the Universities were 


included in the estimates. Project proposals as prepared 
by the Universities were reviewed by the Commission, and 
submitted to the Capital Development Committee for ap- 
proval. 
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iii) In connection with Capital financing, the Government under- 
took to match gifts to the Universities to be expended on 
approved projects. The three Universities in co-operation 
commenced a campaign for donations. During 1968-69 don- 
ations which had been made prior to the inauguration of the 
campaign were recommended for approval by the Commis- 
sion and were matched by the Government. 


iv) Debentures (72 %) in the amount of $25,000,000 were issued 
on the authority of the Commission. 


7. Commission Finances 


The Balance Sheet, Statement of Revenue and Expenditure, State- 
ment of Trust Fund Operations, and the Report of the Provincial Auditor 
are included in the Appendix. 


The operating expenses of the Commission (exclusive of contra 
accounts) for the fiscal year amounted to $174,400 producing an operating 
surplus of $21,088. 


Money received by the Commission under The Ultimate Heir Act 
and held in trust amounted to $80,674. Income earned on the trust fund 
totalled $63,154 for the fiscal year. The distribution to the Universities for 
student aid and research purposes was:

B. THE UNIVERSITY YEAR IN REVIEW 


Individual reports from the Universities of Alberta, Calgary, and 
Lethbridge are prepared and submitted separately to the Commission. 
From these reports, the Commission prepares summaries for the total uni- 
versity system which are included in the Report as Tables 1 to 21. In 
order to provide an overview of the current year in comparison with the 
two preceding years, selected data from these summary Tables are pre- 
sented below. 


The university year 1968-69 recorded new peaks in nearly all aspects 
of university operations. One factor which contributed to the accelerated 
growth was a relaxation in the admission standards required by the Uni- 
versities. 


1. Enrolment (From Tables 10, 13 and 15)

Commencing in 1967-68, the Federal Government reimbursed the 
Province for 50% of the cost of approved expenditures for post-secondary 
education. This fact should be kept in mind in examining the following 
table of university revenues. Also reflected in the figures below is the 
increase in tuition fees in 1968-69.

5. Finance — Capital 

University capital spending in 1968-69, exclusive of expenditures 
on library books, amounted to $38,284,000, of which $34,559,000 was 
funded from Provincial Government capital grants. (This compares with 
$54,597,000 and $45,393,000, the corresponding figures for 1967-68.) 
(Table 3) 

The $34,559,000 of expended Provincial funds was broken down as 
follows:

Regarding the money provided by the Government, the Legislature, 
for fiscal 1968-69, placed $42,000,000 in the budget for capital expendi- 
tures by the Universities. The actual amount of funds, out of this appropri- 
ation, distributed to the Universities as capital grants to meet fiscal 1968-69 
needs was $37,863,000. The actual expenditures of $34,559,000 were some 
$3,300,000 below this amount. This was in part due to construction delays 
caused by a carpenters’ strike. 

The Government also provided an additional $330,000 as matching 
grants for donations to the Alberta Universities capital fund raising cam- 
paign. Of this amount, $215,000 went in support of a project at the Banff 
School of Fine Arts. 
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The Universities spent $2,041,000 on library books ($1,151,000 at 
Alberta, $666,000 at Calgary, $224,000 at Lethbridge), all of which was 
provided out of current revenues and capitalized. 


The book value of all fixed assets at the Universities as at March aac 
1969 was $250,915,000 (Table 4). 


Concerning physical facilities (Table 5), in 1968-69 the Alberta Uni- 
versities had almost 3,000,000 square feet of net assignable non-residential 
space at their disposal compared to 2,723,900 square feet in 1967-68. In 
terms of assignable square feet per full-time student the corresponding 
figures were 130 for 1968-69 and 146 for 1967-68. In terms of gross square 
feet the total of almost 5,000,000 in 1968-69 amounted to 215 square feet 
per student compared with 244 the previous year. This is over 1,000,000 
gross square feet less than is needed for efficient operation; however, 
with the exception of the health sciences, no restrictions had to be placed 
on undergraduate enrolments due to lack of space. The major reason for 
the space deficiency is the time needed for long range academic and physi- 
cal planning of campuses and of buildings. The planning processes are 
becoming well organized and by 1971 construction plans should be catch- 
ing up with the urgent space needs.

Projects approved by the Universities Commission in March 1969 
included buildings for the faculties of Law and Medicine and a large park- 
ing structure (financed by University funds) at the University of Alberta 
and a Physical Education addition and married student housing (financed 
by CMHC funds) at the University of Calgary. The master plan for the 
University of Lethbridge and the plan for facilities for the faculty of Medicine 
at the University of Calgary have been under review by the Universities 
Commission and it is expected that they will both be presented for approval 
during the summer of 1969. 


6. Miscelianeous 


Several other areas of university operations in 1968-69 are note- 
worthy: 


a) The amounts received by way of research grants (Table 7) con- 
tinued to show a marked increase. These funds for ‘“‘assisted 
research” are outside the regular operating budgets of the Uni- 
versities. By far the most important contributors were depart- 
ments and agencies of the Federal Government. The total 
research grants are shown below:

Beginning in 1967-68, the Federal Government stopped its direct payments to 
the Universities (except for small amounts for Vocational Education and Social 
Welfare) and reimbursed the Province for 50 per cent of the cost of approved 
expenditures for post-secondary education. 


. Beginning in 1965-66 interest was shown as an income item. Prior to that, it 


had been netted out of the administrative departments expense, i.e., the interest 
earned was used to reduce expenditures rather than as an income item. This 
change in accounting explains the jump in other income between 1964-65 and 
1965-66. The interest earned figures, in thousands of dollars, for 1958-59 through 
1964-65 were: 1958-59, 2; 1959-60, 11; 1960-61, 11; 1961-62, 27; 1962-63, 48; 
1963-64, 87; and 1964-65, 158.
